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JANUARY,    1922. 

The  meeting  of  the  College  Union  of  Missouri  at 
Lindenwood  College,  November  1  and  2,  1921,  was 
well  attended  and  was  a  very  successful  meeting. 
President  Roemer  presided  and  all  of  the  Colleges 
were  represented. 

Loretta  College  of  Webster  Groves,  Missouri, 
applied  for  membership  in  the  Union  and  a  Com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  visit  and  investigate  Loretta 
College  and  report  at  the  next  meeting.  Since  the 
last  meeting  Culver-Stockton  College  and  Linden- 
wood  College  have  been  admitted  to  the  College 
Union.  There  are  fourteen  institutions  now  in  the 
College  Union.  Dr.  Black  and  Prof.  Dynes  repre- 
sented Missouri  Valley. 

It  was  decided  to  have  a  meeting  of  the  College 
Union  in  connection  with  the  New  Constitution  Con- 
vention at  Jefferson  City.  The  delegates  will  be 
elected  January  31st. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  College  Union  will  be 
with  Missouri  Wesley  an  College  at  Cameron,  Mis- 
souri. 


Mr.  Roger  W.  Babson,  a  Christian  business  man 
of  Wellesley  Hills,  Mass.,  one  of  the  leading  business 
men  of  our  country,  recently  wrote  as  follows: 
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"The  need  of  the  hour  is  not  for  more  factories  or 
materials,  not  more  railroads  or  steamships,  not  more 
armies  or  navies,  but  more  education  based  on  the  plain 
teachings  of  Jesus.  The  prosperity  of  our  country  depends 
on  the  motives  and  purposes  of  our  people.  These 
motives  and  purposes  are  directed  in  the  right  course 
only  through  religion.  Legislation,  bounties  or  force  are  of 
no  avail  in  determining  a  man's  attitude  toward  life. 
Harmony  at  home  and  peace  with  the  world  will  only  be 
determined  in  the  same  way." 

"Religion  like  everything  else  of  value  must  be  taught. 
It  is  possible  to  get  more  religion  in  industry  and  business 
only  through  the  development  of  Christian  education 
and  leadership.  With  the  forces  of  evil  backed  by  men 
and  money,  we  must  back  with  men  and  money  all  cam- 
paigns  for    Christian    Education." 


We  are  willing  to  give  our  property  and  even 
our  lives  when  our  country  calls  in  time  of  war. 
Yet  the  call  of  Christian  Education  is  today  of  even 
greater  importance  than  was  ever  the  call  of  the 
army  or  navy. 


Information  has  been  sent  to  every  minister  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church,  U.  S.  A.,  in  Missouri;  to 
all  the  Alumni  of  the  College,  and  every  interested 
patron  of  the  College,  concerning  the  postponement 
of  our  Half  Million  Dollar  Campaign  until  next  Fall. 
In  order  that  the  matter  may  be  put  on  record  it  is 
quoted  from  the  Minutes  of  Synod  for  1921,  page  21, 
as  follows: 
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"Elder   R.   A.   Guthrie,   a   member  of  the   Board  of 
Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College,  presented  the  action 
of  that  Board  October  15,  1921,  which  was  adopted  by 
the 'Synod  and  is  as  follows: 
'To-fthe  Missouri  Synod, 
Fathers  and  Brethren: 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Missouri 
Valley  College  duly  held  in  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  Satur- 
day, October  15,  1921,  after  a  very  prayerful  and  careful 
consideration  of  the  campaign  for  raising  One  Half  Mil- 
lion Dollars  for^the  endowment  fund  of  said  College,  and 
after  a  full  consideration  and  discussion  of  the  facts  as 
understood  by  the  Board,  among  other  things  it  adopted 
the  following §Resolution,  which  we  request  the  Synod 
to  approve: 

RESOLUTION. 

Whereas,  Immediately  after  the  14  years  of  litigation 
into  which  the  College  was  thrown  in  the  union  of  the  two 
branches  of  the  Church  and  after  having  been  satisfac- 
torily settled  in  the  courts,  the  College  immediately, 
through  its  Board  of  Trustees,  originated  a  plan  for  in- 
creasing the  endowment,  which  matter  was  taken  up 
with  the  College  Board  and  the  Board  informed  us  that  the 
Westminster  College  was  in  the  field  for  One-Half  Million 
Dollars,  which  had  been  approved  by  the  Board  and 
recommended  that  we  stay  out  of  the  field.  We  cheerfully 
complied,  and  immediately  thereafter  our  branch  of  the 
Church  turned  all  of  ics  energy  and  helped  Westminster 
to  raise  the  One-Half  Million  Dollars,  which  we  are 
happy  to  report  was  a  complete  success  and  the  amount 
named  subscribed,  and  that  immediately  after  this  cam- 
paign the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
perfected  an  original  plan  for  a  like  campaign  for  Missouri 
Valley  College,  which  matter  was  brought  to  the  Synod 
and  was  heartily  approved  by  it,  at  which  time  the  Synod 
recommended  to  the  different  Presbyteries  apportion- 
ments   equal    to    One-Half    Million    Dollars,    which    the 
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Presbyteries  in  each  case  have  approved;  and  perfected 
an  organization  to  undertake  such  task,  which  campaign 
was  to  be  completed  December  31st,  1921. 

Whereas,  The  Presbyteries  in  St.  Louis  and  Kansas 
City  asked  for  assistance  in  raising  their  proportions  and 
took  the  matter  up  with  this  Board,  which  entered  into 
a  contract  with  the  firm  of  Ward,  Hill,  Pierce  and  Wells, 
a  reliable  firm  and  one  which  has  had  eminent  success  in 
recent  campaigns,  and  in  the  making  of  said  contract 
with  said  firm  it  was  found  that  its  time  was  engaged 
until  December  31,  1921,  and,  therefore,  recommended 
that  the  time  for  the  campaign  of  Missouri  Valley  College 
be  extended  for  approximately  one  (1)  month,  which 
was  agreed  to  by  this  Board,  provided  the  same  were 
approved  by  the  Synod,  and  in  pursuance  of  said  contract 
a  preliminary  retainer  of  Fifteen  Hundred  Dollars 
($1,500.00)  was  paid  and  much  preliminary  work  done 
and  advance  subscriptions  received  in  a  number  of  Pres- 
byteries, and, 

Whereas,  In  the  meantime  Westminster  College  has 
erected  a  second  campaign  for  One-Half  Million  Dollars 
and  insists  upon  coming  into  the  campaign  and  percentage 
of  money  raised  and  Park  College  has  also  asked  a  similar 
privilege,  and  the  sum  needed  by  the  three  colleges  would 
be  approximately  one  and  one-fourth  Million  Dollars, 
which  in  view  of  the  strenuous  times  we  have  concluded 
is  an  impossible  task  and  that  it  is  hardly  just  to  expect 
the  Churches  to  raise  such  amount  of  money  at  this  time, 
and, 

Whereas,  Such  arrangement  throws  the  plans  of  this 
College,  the  only  institution  owned  and  controlled  by  this 
Synod,  into  confusion  and  has  seriously  crippled  its  plan 
of  campaign; 

Now,  Therefore,  While  it  is  a  great  disappointment 
to  Dr.  Black  and  the  members  of  this  Board  and  the 
friends  of  the  College  generally,  and  although  the  Missouri 
Valley  College  has  never  had  a  campaign  for  funds   and 
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further  is  the  least  endowed  of  the  three  institutions,  yet 
in  the  interest  of  harmony  and  good  will,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri 
Valley  College,  unanimously  request  that  the  Synod 
allow  us  to  postpone  our  intensive  campaign  until  the 
first  day  of  September,   1922.     Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  inasmuch  as  Missouri  Valley  College 
proposes  to  get  out  of  the  way  of  the  other  Colleges  in 
the  interest  of  the  Church  efficiency  and  harmony,  that 
the  Synod  be  asked  to  instruct  the  other  Colleges  to  stay 
out  of  the  field  from  April  1,  1922,  to  May  31,  1923. 
Be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  Missouri  Synod  be  requested  to 
recommend  to  each  Presbytery  to  keep  intact  its  organiza- 
tion for  the  Missouri  Valley  College  Campaign  for  a  Half 
Million  Dollars  and  use  the  meantime  for  educational 
work  for  the  Missouri  Valley  College  campaign  next  year.

Following  is  also  the  Act  of  Synod : 

" Fifth,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Missouri  Valley, 
Westminster  and  Park  Colleges  are  all  in  the  field  to 
meet  certain  conditional  offers,  we  reiterate  our  loyalty 
to  these  three  institutions  and  pledge  our  heartiest  sup- 
port to  their  campaigns — urging  all  our  Presbyteries  to 
assist  in  every  way  possible.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  have  asked  for  a  change  of  date 
for  their  campaign,  now  requesting  that  the  date  be  set 
from  September  1,  1922,  to  March  31,  1923.  We  recom- 
mend that  this  be  granted  and  that  Park  and  Westminster 
complete  their  campaign  before  that  date,  leaving  the 
field  clear  for  Missouri  Valley." 
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The  Action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  applying 
to  the  Synod  for  a  postponement  of  the  campaign 
for  a  Half  Million  Dollars  for  the  endowment  fund 
of  Missouri  Valley  College,  has  been  sent  to  all  the 
ministers,  Alumni,  and  corresponding  friends  of 
Missouri  Valley  College.  Attention  is  called  to  it, 
that  those  who  are  interested  may  refer  to  the 
minutes  and  note  that  the  language  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley  College  was  adopted  as 
the  language  of  the  Synod  of  Missouri  and  the  recom- 
mendations, therefore,  adopted.  The  following  things 
are  to  be  noted:  First,  that  the  intensive  campaign 
of  Missouri  Valley  College  for  a  Half  Million  Dollars 
will  not  begin  until  the  first  of  September,  1922. 
Second,  that  the  Synod,  by  the  adoption  of  the  Ac- 
tion, instructs  the  other  Colleges  to  stay  out  of  the 
field  from  April  first,  1922,  to  May  31,  1923.  Third, 
that  the  Synod  requests  each  Presbytery  to  keep 
intact  its  organization  for  the  Missouri  Valley  College 
Campaign  for  a  Half  Million  Dollars  and  use  the 
meantime  for  educational  work  for  the  Missouri 
Valley  College  Campaign. 


Rev.  John  Worley,  D.  D.,  Class  '94,  at  last 
accounts,  was  in  the  Orient.  He  and  Florence  are 
doing  a  lot  of  work,  conducting  people  over  the 
Orient  so  as  to  make  them  acquainted  with  the  real 
missionary  work  of  the  Church.  Dr.  Worley  has 
renewed  his  offer  of  a  prize  of  $50.00  for  essays  on 
"Industrial   Missions."      The  first  prize  will  be  for 
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$30.00  and  the  second,  $20.00.  In  addition,  Dr. 
Worley  has  sent  $100.00  for  the  Endowment  Fund 
and  $20.00  for  the  Athletic  Fund  of  the  Alumni  As- 
sociation. In  addition,  he  and  his  wife  have  contrib- 
uted a  brick  from  the  Great  Wall  of  China;  a  tablet 
from  the  Entrance  of  an  Examination  Hall  in  China; 
a  Tile  Head  from  the  Tombs  of  the  Ming  Dynasty; 
a  fragment  of  Glazed  Tile  from  the  Temple  of  Heaven, 
Pekin;  Bronze  Memorial  Tablet  from  China;  Flint 
and  Steel  from  North  China;  Economics  History  of 
Chosen,  in  English,  and  an  Economic  History  of 
Manchuria,  in  English.  These  remembrances  of 
Missouri  Valley  College  by  the  Alumni  mean  a  good 
deal  more  to  the  College  than  their  financial  value, 
as  they  are  expressions  of  sentiment  which  can  not  be 
evaluated. 


Rev.  Ralph  M.  Davis,  D.  D.,  Class  '08,  has  been 
called  to  the  Hyde  Park  Presbyterian  Church  of 
Chicago,  Illinois,  and  has  accepted  and  will  begin 
his  duties  on  February  first.  This  is  one  of  the  most 
important  pastorates  in  the  Presbyterian  Church 
and  one  of  the  greatest  opportunities  that  a  young 
minister  could  have.  We  are  proud  of  Ralph's 
promotion  and  wish  him  abundant  success,  and  will 
constantly  keep  him  in  mind  as  he  will  need  the 
spiritual  support  of  his  friends  in  this  great  task. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  some  Missouri  Valley 
College  boy  will  find  his  way  to  the  First  Church  in 
St.  Louis  as  Ralph's  successor. 
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Rev.  Ewing  Hudson,  Class  '08,  at  Manteno, 
Illinois,  is  doing  a  good  work.  The  best  work  of 
his  life,  his  friends  say. 


Rev.  Arthur  Lee  Odell,  D.  D.,  Class  '04,  of 
Phoenix,  Arizona,  is  getting  along  splendidly  as  the 
pastor  of  the  church  there.  His  family  are  im- 
proving in  health. 


Prof.  W.  D.  Armentrout,  Class  '10,  since  last 
we  wrote  the  story  of  the  Alumni,  has  had  a  second 
baby  come  to  his  home  and  consequently  are  100% 
richer  than  they  were  when  they  had  only  one. 


Mrs.  Mildred  Martyr  Fowler,  Class  '17,  has  had 
a  new  baby  come  to  her  and  her  husband  which 
insures  another  generation  of  students  at  Missouri 
Valley  College. 


During  his  visit  at  Columbia,  at  the  dedication 
of  the  Richard  Henry  Jesse  Hall,  Dr.  Black  was  en- 
tertained by  Mrs.  Emma  Fisher  Hyde,  '02,  and  her 
husband  and  little  boy  at  their  lovely  home.  They 
had  about  twenty  professors  of  the  University  in 
to  spend  the  evening  and  make  a  good  New  Year's 
celebration. 
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Missouri  Valley  College  had  a  windstorm  about 
two  o'clock,  January  4th.  There  was  a  thunder 
storm,  accompanied  by  a  gale,  and  the  south  end  of 
the  Robert  Torrence  Morrison  Gymnasium  blew  in 
and  the  north  end  blew  out;  that  is,  the  gale  went 
straight  through  the  building,  taking  timbers  with  it. 
The  loss  was  not  very  serious  and  was  fully  covered 
by  insurance,  but  it  means  a  great  inconvenience  to 
the  students  and  friends  of  the  games,  both  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  and  of  the  Marshall  High  School 
which  had  all  their  games  in  that  building.  At  this 
writing  it  is  not  known  whether  temporary  ends  will 
be  put  in  the  building,  or  whether  it  will  be  per- 
manently finished. 


There  are  many  of  the  friends  of  Missouri  Valley 
College  who  are  sending  in  contributions  to  the  Half 
Million  Fund.  Some  small  and  some  large,  all 
representing  genuine  interest  and  affection  for  Mis- 
souri Valley  College. 


By  the  death  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Anna  Kelly,  the 
entire  William  Kelly  Estate  has  come  to  Missouri 
Valley  College.  The  estate  is  valued  at  from  $50,- 
000.00  to  $75,000.00,  and  includes  six  hundred  and 
eighty- two  acres  of  land  in  Cass  County,  Missouri, 
and  some  notes  and  bonds. 
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The  last  year  has  meant  an  addition  to  Missouri 
Valley  College  (depending  upon  the  value  of  the 
Kelly  estate)   of  nearly  $100,000.00. 


George  and  Ermie  Althouse  of  Denver,  Colorado, 
have  sent  another  $100.00  to  be  added  to  their 
previous  contributions  on  account  of  the  furnishing 
of  the  proposed  new  Girls'  Dormitory. 


Mr.  John  S.  Jenkins  and  his  wife  have  given 
their  home  on  East  Vest  Street,  Marshall,  Missouri, 
as  a  manse  to  the  Odell  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church 
and  $500.00  cash  to  Missouri  Valley  College. 


Miss  Clara  Smith,  Class  '11,  has  sent  a  nice 
contribution  to  the  Library  Fund  of  Missouri  Valley 
College.  She  and  Rev.  Ezra  Flavius  Baker,  Ph.  D., 
D.  D.,  Class  '98,  are  the  only  Alumni  that  have 
remembered  the  Library.  Clara  is  teaching.  At 
last  accounts  Rev.  Ezra  F.  Baker  was  delivering  his 
lectures  at  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  with  headquarters  at 
the  Gibson  Hotel. 


On  Wednesday  night,  December  31st,  1921, 
Mr.  Walker  Higdon  and  Miss  Lena  Hudson,  both 
of  whom  are  former  pupils  in  Missouri  Valley  College, 
were  married  by  Dean  I.  N.  Evrard  at  his  home  on 
South  Brunswick.  They  are  now  students  in  the 
University  of  Colorado. 
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Dr.  Harry  and  Ethel  Johnson  are  spending  the 
school  year  in  Madison,  Wisconsin.  Harry  is  pro- 
fessorial lecturer  in  the  Department  of  Psychology 
in  the  University  of  Wisconsin,  substituting  for  a 
Professor  who  is  away  for  the  year.  They  report  a 
very  pleasant  winter  in  the  atmosphere  of  the  Uni- 
versity. 


Some  time  ago  we  announced  that  Ada  Lois 
Taylor,  Class  '19,  was  married  but  it  turned  out  to 
be  another  Lois  Taylor  and  not  our  Ada  Lois,  but 
this  time  it  is  our  Ada  Lois  and  she  was  married  on 
Sunday,  January  8th,  1922,  at  Kansas  City,  Missouri, 
to  Mr.  Forrest  Parrott.

The  great  week  in  the  Park- Westminster  cam- 
paign for  increased  endowment  will  be  February 
5th  to  12th,  1922.  They  will  be  seeking  a  Half 
Million   Dollars  among  the  Missouri  Presbyterians 
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It  is  the  sincere  wish  of  Missouri  Valley  College  that 
they  will  succeed  and  even  go  beyond  their  figure, 
because  that  will  augur  well  for  Missouri  Valley 
College  Campaign  which  comes  next  on  the  Pres- 
byterian calendar  in  Missouri.  According  to  the 
program  they  cease  their  campaign  in  the  early 
Spring,  then  Missouri  Valley  College  will  have  the 
field.  Its  intensive  campaign  is  being  arranged  for 
sometime  during  the  coming  Fall — October  or  No- 
vember. If  they  raise  their  Half  Million  now, 
surely  the  Synod  of  Missouri  will  raise  Missouri 
Valley  College's  Half  Million  then,  but  all  must 
help  the  Park-Westminster  campaign  in  order  to 
make  it  an  assured  success. 

The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Mis- 
souri Valley  College,  Rev.  George  P.  Baity,  D.  D., 
is  a  member  of  the  Campaign  Administrative  Com- 
mittee of  Kansas  City  for  Park  and  Westminster 
campaign,  and  Rev.  Henry  Marcotte,  D.  D.,  another 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Missouri  Valley 
College,  is  a  member  of  the  Campaign  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Park  and  Westminster  Campaign. 
The  literature  that  is  being  sent  out  in  behalf  of  the 
Park-Westminster  campaign  is  very  suggestive  and 
helpful. 

Success  for  Park  and  Westminster. 


The  following  letter  has  just  been  sent  to  th^ 
distinguished  pastor  of  the  City  Temple  at  Dallas, 
Texas : 
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"My  Dear  Dr.  Young: 

I  wish  I  knew  enough  about  modern  educational 
methods  in  congregations  to  be  able  to  make  you  sugges- 
tions. I  know  that  many  things  are  being  done.  The 
only  thing  that  I  can  suggest  that  would  add  to  the  general 
efficiency  of  'the  work  would  be  that  there  should  con- 
stantly be  kept  in  the  mind  of  the  church,  that  is  the  local 
church,  the  fact  that  while  the  educational  work  called 
"Christian  Education"  begins  in  the  home,  and  continues 
in  the  Sunday  School,  and  in  the  Young  People's  work, 
and  the  missionary  instruction  in  brotherhood  and  woman- 
hood, that  the  culmination  of  the  process  is  in  the  colleges 
of  the  church  and  the  theological  seminaries,  and  the 
whole  course  of  instruction  provided  in  all  these  institu- 
tions of  home,  Sunday  School,  missionary  societies, 
brotherhoods,  academies,  colleges  and  theological  semi- 
naries, is  essential  to  the  realization  of  the  Christian  idea. 
As  you  know,  our  new  work  as  a  Committee  on  Consolida- 
tion is  an  effort  to  put  this  entire  thing  under  one  manage- 
ment, therefore  the  local  church  should  have  its  Educa- 
tional Committee  to  look  after  the  whole  process.  If  a 
boy  or  girl  is  discovered,  anywhere  along  the  line,  who 
should  be  sent  to  college  and  the  theological  seminary, 
the  church  should  follow  him  or  her  with  assiduity  and 
helpfulness.  Many  a  young  minister  falls  by  the  wayside 
because  the  local  church  forgets  him,  or  ignores  him,  or 
is  too  selfish  to  help  him  at  a  critical  time.  We  had  a 
boy  leave  us  this  year,  a  capable  boy,  who  got  in  the 
"dumps"  because  he  did  not  have  money.  His  local 
church  never  sent  him  a  cent.  They  apparently  cared 
for  none  of  these  things.  Moreover,  why  should  a  girl 
who  wants  to  be  a  missionary  not  be  fostered  by  her 
local  church,  not  only  until  she  lands  in  the  mission  field 
but  thru  all  of  her  career  and  be  maintained  as  one  of 
the  developed  forces  of  that  local  church,  whether  her 
support  is  provided  thereby  or  not?" 
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Fifty-four  per  cent  of  graduates  of  Missouri 
Valley  College  have  become  teachers;  69  ministers 
are  actively  at  work  at  the  present  time,  all  graduates 
of  Missouri  Valley  College;  the  foreign  missionaries 
of  Missouri  Valley  College  are  in  India,  China,  Korea 
and  Japan ;  85  of  our  graduating  women  are  married 
and  making  happy  homes;  34  men  are  engaged  in 
the  profession  of  teaching;  68  women  are  active 
teachers  at  this  time;  there  are  only  ten  of  the  grad- 
uates of  Missouri  Valley  College  of  whom  we  have 
no  information  as  to  their  present  activities. 


Rev.  J.  D.  Prigmore,  '01,  Associate  Pastor  of 
the  Center  Church  at  New  Haven,  Conn.,  has  made 
an  assured  place  for  himself  in  the  unique  pastoral 
field  that  he  has  created.  The  congregation  has 
the  highest  appreciation  of  his  services  and  express 
them  both  in  the  matter  of  financial  support  and  in- 
sists that  he  shall  be  installed. 


William  J.  Hail,  D.  D.,  '99,  has  arrived  safely  in 
Changsha,  China,  and  is  busy  with  his  work  in  Yale 
College  of  China. 


The  present  prospect  is  that  our  Half  Million 
Dollar  Campaign,  following  the  plan  suggested  by 
our  Board  of  Trustees  and  adopted  by  the  Synod, 
that  the  educational  campaign  will  begin  soon,  with 
the  intensive  campaign  in  the  Fall  of  this  year;  time 
not  yet  determined.  Meantime  a  lot  of  personal 
correspondence  is  being  carried  on  with  individuals 
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in  the  interests  of  the  campaign.  Ward,  Hill,  Pierce 
and  Wells  of  New  York  have  agreed  to  take  charge 
of  the  campaign  in  the  Fall.  Correspondence  is  in 
progress  with  Mr.  Charles  Stelzle  of  New  York,  at 
the  suggestion  of  the  officers  of  the  General  Board 
of  Education,  to  have  charge  of  the  publicity.  The 
president  will  visit  New  York,  probably  the  23rd  or 
26th  of  January,  in  order  to  discuss  details  with  these 
men.  The  Secretaries  of  the  General  Board  of 
Education  have  promised  the  heartiest  co-operation. 
A  generous  share  of  the  Challenge  Fund  for  1922-23 
has  been  promised  to  Missouri  Valley  College  as  an 
inducement  to  success. 


The  General  Education  Board  (Rockefeller)  has 
Missouri  Valley  College  under  "sympathetic  consider- 
ation' '  and  doubtless  will  be  heard  from  favorably 
upon  the  success  of  our  campaign. 


Let  ministers,  churches,  friends,  patrons,  alumni, 
students,  take  notice  that  next  Fall  is  Missouri 
Valley's  great  opportunity,  at  which  time  we  are 
counting  upon  unanimity,  enthusiasm,  generosity 
and  active  co-operation.
